In Office No Longer His 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 10.—(/)— 
While republican leaders friendly to 
the cause of William FE. Humphrey. 
federal trade commissioner, “removed” 
by President Roosevelt, prepared to 
take up political cudgels in his behalf, 
he sat in his offices at the commis- 
sion today with little to say. 

He plans no immediate legal action 
and has chosen no line of attack. 
What he does was said to depend on 
both legal and political considera- 
tions. 

Humphrey denied reports he had 
discussed the situation with former 
President Hoover, but said “I have 
consulted important members of my

PECAN GROWERS URGED 
NOT 10 RUSH HARVEST 


Nuts Should Be Duly Matur- 
ed Before Harvested, 
Warns Albany Club. 


ei 


Importance of waiting until pecans 
are fully matured before harvesting 
the nuts has been stressed at a meet- 
ing of the Albany Pecan Club, it was 
announced Tuesday. Attention of the 
members was called to a condition 


of harvest, resulting from overzeal- 
ousness in urging early harvest. 

Some buyers are overzealous in urg- 
ing early harvest, and some growers 
are too willing to accede, with the 
result that a large percentage of the 
earliest harvested nuts are low in oil 
content and quality, it was said. The 
nuts harvested too early are readily 
attacked in storage by most of the 
storage moulds, with the consequence 
that the quality becomes poorer, even 
if their eutire value is not lost, the 
pecan growers were told. 

If the highest quality nuts are to 
be obtained, it is important that the 
nuts be allowed to remain on the 
trees until fully matured, according 
to a paper by Dr. C. L. Smith, of the 
U. S. Department of Agriculture at 
Austin, Texas. : 

Dr. Smith said that study revealed 
that sugars continue to move into the 
kernels until the shucks are quite dry 
and that oil content increases in about 


moved in. Both the oil content and 
the quality of the nut are materially 
reduced by too early harvest, even of 
one week’s time. he said. 

Not only does quality suffer through 
too early harvest, but the grower finds 
that the @ost of harvesting the nuts 
is too great, due to shrinkage in dry- 
ing. Dr. Smith said. The grower or 
the buyer finds the nuts require care- 
ful handling if considerable loss due 
to storage moulds is to be prevented, 
he warned. 
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Economic Sabotage Will

“The plain stark truth is that you 
cannot tolerate the strike,” Johnson 
said in addressing the hundreds of 
delegates at the federation’s annual 
convention, “Public opinion is the es- 
sential power in this country. In the 
end it will break down and destroy 
every subversive influence, 

“If now—when the whole power of 
this government and its people is be- 
ing given to an effort to provide and 
maintain to the ultimate the rights of 
every man who works for pay—you 
permit or countenance this economic 
sabotage, that public confidence and 
opinion will turn against you.” 

Warned that unless it settled its 
own problems the government would 
step in, the federation earlier today 
blocked an uprising and sustained a 
decision made by its executive coun- 
cil in a jurisdictional ‘dispute.

Any time a team re- 
covers five of six fumbles by opponents it is not luck, 
but good football. The Georgians, I judge, were al- 
ways loitering around where the football was.

Without it they 
cannot. Kicking often aids most materially in winning games. 
But they are won by touchdowns. And to make them, one 
must have the football.
